An Edmonton man watched 
as police carted away a bag 
containing what he says was 
a severed human head. 

Jesse Whitnaclc, 30, wit¬ 
nessed the scene from the 
balcony of his apartment in 
Balwin district, in Edmon¬ 
ton’s northeast, at about 7:30 
a.m. on Wednesday He asked 
officers what they were doing 
in the alley behind his build¬ 
ing. 

“I said, ‘Don’t tell me it’s 
another body,’ and he said, 
‘It’s just parts,”’ Whitnaclc 
recalled. 

“So, I kind of took the hint 
from there that it was a dead 
body.” 

As the sun came up, Whit- 
naclc took pictures of the 
crime scene, located about 


25 feet from his second-floor 
apartment in the alleyway at 
132 Avenue and 72 Street. 

He snapped 14 photo¬ 
graphs as police unfolded a 
brown paper bag and placed 
in it what Whitnaclc said was 
a human head with hair. 

“I could tell, definitely, 
there was a head, but I have 
no idea how many other 
parts or what they were,” he 
said. 

While he did not know if 
the head belonged to a man 
or woman, he said he was 
positive it was a head. 

The Edmonton Police 
Service confirmed late 
Wednesday afternoon that 
homicide detectives are in¬ 
vestigating after a body was 
found near 72 Street and 
131 Avenue. 

“There’s nothing else that 
round and hairy that you 
would put into a bag and 
then mark where you picked 
it up from with a little yellow 
police tag,” Whitnaclc said. 

RCMP are working with 
city police to determine if the 
head is linked to a body found 
in a ditch near Ranfurly, east 
of the city, on Saturday.

Katz major 
PC donor 

Oilers owners Daryl Katz, 
his company, family and 
staff gave $300,000 to the 
Progressive Conservatives in 
the April election. The arena 
deal is on hold, but before 
city council suspended 
negotiations, it hinged on

Ihe donations were dis¬ 
closed in Elections Alberta 
reports on Wednesday.

Before the election, 
the company made more 
modest donations, giving 
$4,250 from the Katz Group 
in 2011 and $11,375 in 2010 
through Medicine Shoppe 
Canada, which the Katz 
Group then owned. 

A spokesperson for Pre¬ 
mier Alison Redford said the 
donations have no impact 
on the premier’s position 
and no other money will be 
forthcoming.

Cost 
increase 
could hurt 
U-Pass: 
Students 


Student leaders asked 
city councillors to put the 
brakes on a proposed in¬ 
crease to the U-Pass pro¬ 
gram, worrying that at a 
higher fee, support for it 
could die on campuses. 

The U-Pass, a man¬ 
datory program for 
University of Alberta, 
Grant MacEwan and NAIT 
students, costs each stu¬ 
dent $140 per semester, 
but under the proposed 
formula, that cost would 
rise to $170. The U-Pass 
allows students unlimited 
access to transit services. 

Students told council’s 
executive committee that 
they support an increase, 
but believe it should be 
more modest. 

NAIT students just 
barely supported the 
program in a referendum 
two years ago and student 
association president Tea- 
gan Gahler said the vote 
will be harder this time. 

“We need at least 67 
per cent of our students 
to vote yes and we believe 
the sticker-shoclc will be a 
bit too much.” 

Coun. Don Iveson 
encouraged his colleagues 
to see the long-term view 
of the program. 

“This is a strategic 
group of riders that we 
are trying to attract to 
life-time transit use,” he 
said. “It is hard to put a 
dollar value on that.” 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
agreed that the U-pass 
program had been a great 
success, but said it was 
also important to consider 
the cost it was having on 
the entire city. 

“We need to run a 
system and that system 
has to be run by shared 
responsibility of all the 
taxpayers.”

Suspect in Killam

The man accused of shoot¬ 
ing two Mounties last winter 
near Killam has been charged 
with second-degree murder 
in the death of his uncle. 

RCMP said Wednesday that 
Sawyer Clarke Robison was 
charged Tuesday with second- 
degree murder in the death of 
Bradford Clarke. Clarke was 
found dead in the home. 


Robison was charged with 
two counts of attempted mur¬ 
der after Constables Sheldon 
Shah and Sid Gaudette were 
shot and wounded while exe¬ 
cuting a search warrant on Ro¬ 
bison’s family farm on Feb. 7. 

Killam mayor Bud James 
was surprised to hear of the 
latest development in the 
case, which rocked the town 
as well as neighbouring 
Sedge wick, where the Robi¬ 
son and Clarke families are 
both based. 

“There’s certainly sup¬ 
port for all parties. Mr. Robi¬ 
son and family as well as the 
RCMP constables and their 
families both have support. 
It’s just a tragic thing that’s 
happened, and generally 


people are not jumping to 
any conclusions,” he told Met¬ 
ro after learning of the news. 

Many of those living in Kil¬ 
lam and Sedgewiclc echoed 
James’ sentiments. 

Sharleen Chevraux, who 
owns a local craft shop in 
Killam, was shocked to learn 
of Robison’s charge. She said 
many in the community have 
raised questions about the 
validity of the RCMP’s claims. 
“I personally have a hard time 
not believing the police,” she 
added. 

“Everyone I have talked 
to says he was a good kid,” 
added Chevraux, who says 
she knows Robison’s mother, 
Carol Clarke. “I don’t really 
know what to say. None of

Meeting Thursday 
to generate ideas 
for revitalization, 
promotion, 
enhancement of area

Just northeast of downtown 
Edmonton, a number of 
steeples can be seen tow¬ 
ering over homes and pok¬ 
ing up between businesses. 

They sit atop churches 
lining 96 Street between 
105 Avenue and 111 Avenue, 
known as Church Street. 

On Thursday, area resi¬ 
dents and stakeholders will 
gather to discuss ways to 
recognize, preserve and en¬ 
hance it. 

“It was always meant 
to be ... a civic precinct of 
some sort,” said city herit¬ 
age planner David Holds- 
worth. 

A neighbourhood plan 
labelling 96 Street a focus 
was pushed by city council 
in July when they asked for 
a report on ways to recog¬ 
nize and revitalize the area. 

Holdsworth will make a 
few suggestions at the meet¬ 
ing, such as design guide¬ 
lines for any new structures 
or infill, a focus on street- 
scape and street furniture, 
as well as perhaps finding 
ways to restore some build¬ 
ings. 

“It’s just depending on 
what the stakeholders and 
community feel is relevant 
and warranted,” he said. 

Edmonton Heritage 
Council executive direc¬ 
tor David Ridley thinks the 
conversation should centre 
around preserving Church 
Street, but also promoting

how interesting and signifi¬ 
cant it is. 

“I think one would want 
to have ... more perma¬ 
nent street interpreta¬ 
tion,” he said. “Whether 
that’s plaques and signage 
of some kind, or ways that 
people can access more in¬ 
formation about that place 
when they’re down on that 
street.” 

The churches — 12 on 96 
Street and another 10 in the 
surrounding area — were 
built between the turn of 
the century and the 1970s, 
representing a broad range 
of denominations and archi¬ 
tectural styles. The oldest, 
Mary Queen of Martyrs 
Church, was built in 1903. 

“It’s pretty exciting with 
very distinct character, 
great potential,” said Holds¬ 
worth. “So it just makes 
logical sense that Church 
Street could be this great 
heritage area, sort of 
a cultural node.”

Residents along 99 Street will 
still have to contend with 
trucks on the busy commuter 
route. 

City council’s transportation 
committee accepted a report 
from city administration to 
leave the status quo in place for 
the route, which residents are 
concerned is becoming unsafe. 

Administration had been 
asked to look at banning heavy 
trucks on the road from Whyte 
Avenue to Saskatchewan Drive, 
but determined that based on 


the traffic counts that would 
only be about 400 trucks per 
day. 

Peigi Rockwell, co-chair of a 
task force from the Strathcona 
Community League working 
on the issue, said 99 Street as it 


stands really divides the neigh¬ 
bourhood with all the commut¬ 
er traffic. 

“We are sprawling south 
and all those cars want to come 
north through our commun¬ 
ity,” said Rockwell. 


She said she is disappointed 
with the decision on trucks, 
but generally wants the road 
slowed down so residents can 
use it.

Region’s language 
make-up changing 


Culture. Older 
communities have less 
connection to languages

Fully 255,000 Edmontonians 
speak a language at home 
that is neither French nor 
English and while some com¬ 
munities are seeing growth, 
for others, their language is 
on the decline. 

Numbers released Wed¬ 
nesday show Chinese, includ¬ 
ing Mandarin and Cantonese, 
is the language most often 
spoken at home in the cap¬ 
ital region other than English 
and French. 

Behind that is Tagalog, 
with 9.7 per cent of non-offi¬ 
cial language speakers, Pun¬ 
jabi at 7.8 per cent, German 
at 6.6 and Spanish at 5.8 per 
cent. 

German fell significantly 
in the last five years, as did 
Ukrainian, falling from 8.2 
per cent to 5.5 of non-official 
language speakers. 

Daria Luciw, president of 
the Alberta Provincial Coun¬ 
cil of the Ukrainian Canadian 
Congress, said the commun¬ 
ity has been in the country 
for over 100 years and she 
isn’t surprised the language 
is declining.

“The majority of our com¬ 
munity here is made up of 
fourth, fifth, sixth generation 
Canadians,” she said.

Roman Petryshyn, direc¬ 
tor of the Ulcranian resource 
and Development Centre at 
Grant MacEwan, said much 
of Ukrainian culture can stay 
alive without language, but 
language is still important. 

“Things like language are 
key to understanding deeper 
culture,” he said.

Another Republican running 
for the U.S. Senate has sparked 
outrage with comments about 
rape. 

Richard Mourdock told a 
live television audience that 
when a woman becomes preg¬ 
nant during a rape, it’s “some¬ 
thing God intended.” 

Mourdock, an Indiana Sen¬ 
ate candidate, was asked dur¬ 
ing a debate Tuesday whether 
abortion should be allowed in 
cases of rape or incest. 

“I struggled with it myself 
for a long time, but I came to 
realize that life is that gift from 
God,” Mourdock said. 

“And, I think, even when 
life begins in that horrible 
situation of rape, that it is 


something that God intended 
to happen.” 

Women voters are key to 
this year’s presidential race, 
and Republican challenger 
Mitt Romney has been drawn 
into this latest issue. 

Romney campaign spokes¬ 
person Andrea Saul said Rom¬ 
ney disagrees with Mourdock’s 
opposition to abortion in cases 


of rape and incest, but she said 
Romney still supports Mour¬ 
dock’s Senate bid. 

In August, Missouri Senate 
candidate Todd Akin caused an 
uproar when he said women’s 
bodies have ways of preventing 
pregnancy in cases of what he 
called “legitimate rape.” Akin 
has repeatedly apologized.

And a first for Europe? 

War widow and single 
mother of three from 
the town of Visoko 
declares: ‘I am the East 
and I am the West' 


When Amra Babic walks down 
the streets of the central Bos¬ 
nian town of Visoko wearing 
her Muslim headscarf, men sit¬ 
ting in outdoor cafes instantly 
rise from their chairs, fix their 
clothes and put out their ciga¬ 
rettes. 

The respect is only natural: 
Babic is their new mayor. 

The 43-year-old economist has 
blazed a trail in this war-scarred 
Balkan nation by becoming its 
first hijab-wearing mayor, and 
possibly the only one in Europe. 

For Babic, the electoral tri¬ 
umph is proof that observance 
of Muslim tradition is compat¬ 
ible with Western democratic 
values. The wartime widow sees 
no contradiction in the influ¬ 
ences that define her life. 

“I am proud to be a Muslim 
and to be a European,” she de¬ 
clares. 

She wants to fix the infra-

structure, partly ruined by the 
Bosnian 1992-95 war and partly 
by post-war poverty. And she 
plans to make Visoko attractive 
for investment, encouraging 
youth to start small businesses. 
It’s all part of her strategy to 
fight the town’s unemployment 
rate of over 25 per cent. 

“We are proud to have elect¬ 
ed her,” says Muris Karavdic, 38, 
a local small business owner. “It 


doesn’t matter whether she cov¬ 
ers her head or not. She is smart 
and knows finances.” 

Babic decided to wear her 
headscarf after her husband 
was killed fighting in the Bos¬ 
nian Army, and views it as “a 
human right.” She says religion 
and hard work helped her over¬ 
come his death, raise their three 
boys alone and pursue a career.

Algerian terrorist Ahmed 
Ressam was sentenced Wed¬ 
nesday to 37 years in prison for 
plotting to bomb Los Angeles 
International Airport at the 
turn of the new millennium. 

Ressam, who had trained 
at al-Qaeda’s training camps 
in Afghanistan, was arrested 
in December 1999 when a cus¬ 
toms agent noticed that he ap¬ 
peared suspicious as he drove 
off a ferry from Canada onto 
Washington’s Olympic Penin¬ 
sula. A resulting search turned 
up a trunk full of explosives. 

The Justice Department, 
which previously sought sen¬ 
tences of 35 years and of life 
in prison, recommended a 
life sentence again because of 
the mass murder Ressam in¬ 
tended to inflict.

Ressam’s case has been 
vexing because he started 
co-operating after he was 
convicted. Information he 
provided helped convict 
several terror suspects and 
contributed to the arrest of 
suspected Osama bin Laden 
lieutenant Abu Zubaydah.

Judge refuses fo delay 
inquest into teen’s death 


Ashley Smith. 

Government accused 
of trying to put a lid

An inquest into the prison 
death of a deeply troubled 
teenager will be able to pro¬ 
ceed after a judge on Wednes¬ 
day rejected the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s last-ditch request 
for an emergency stay. 

The decision came amid 
assertions prison authorities 
were simply trying to cover 
up the horrific treatment 
meted out to Ashley Smith 
that was captured on video. 

In a ruling that took about 
an hour to decide, Divisional 
Court Justice Joan Lax dis¬ 
missed the stay motion. 

Correctional Service Can¬ 
ada asked for the emergency 
halt to the much-delayed in¬ 
quest to give it time to get 
the courts to review a ruling 
by the presiding coroner that 
the videos should be public. 


Videos 


In arguing the stay, 
Correctional Service said the 
videos have not yet been 
put into evidence and so 
should stay out of the public 
eye until such time as that 
happens to avoid any taint¬ 
ing of the jury pool. 


The videos at issue show, 
among other things, guards 
duct-taping Smith to an air¬ 
plane seat, and forcibly in¬ 
jecting her with “chemical 
restraints” against her will. 

Lawyer Julian Falconer, 
who speaks for Smith’s 
family, accused the govern¬ 
ment of trying to put a lid on 
videos that document some 
of the abuse she suffered. 

“I insist on Correctional 
Services being called an abus¬ 
er,” Falconer told Lax. 

“This case is really about 
Correctional Service Canada 
taking all conceivable steps 
so that certain videos don’t 
make it to the public rec¬ 
ord,” he said.

Tidal surge. Kingston

Hurricane Sandy’s howl¬ 
ing winds and pelting rains 
lashed precarious shanty¬ 
towns, stranded travellers and 
downed power lines Wednes¬ 
day as it roared across Jamaica 
on a course that would take it 
on to Cuba and then possibly 


threaten Florida and the Baha¬ 
mas. 

Sandy’s death toll was at 
least two. An elderly man 
was killed in Jamaica when 
he was crushed by a boulder 
that rolled onto his clapboard 
house, police reported. Earlier 
Wednesday, a woman in Haiti 
was swept away by a rushing 
river she was laying to cross.

ties that are going through 
electing a leader right now. 
That doesn’t happen, gener¬ 
ally, with successful parties. 

“There’s an interesting 
thesis by (NDP strategist)

either on the left or the right, 
and just occupy the centre and 
rule as administrators, have 
given way to parties on the left 
and on the right.

“I find the spate of stories 
recently about the death of the 
Liberal party ironic, because 
when the Conservative party 
was reduced to two members 
it was never, ever assumed 
that they were in the 
graveyard.

on the upswing. 

“I think that their polit¬ 
ical enemies would like to see 
them die.

Gaza offensive. Israeli 
officials claim militants

Hamas militants in the Gaza 
Strip fired dozens of rockets 
and mortar shells into south¬ 
ern Israel on Wednesday in the 
heaviest bombardment on the 
area in months, drawing omin¬

Hostilities in Gaza have 
been simmering for weeks, 
with militants sporadically 
firing rockets into Israel and 
the Israeli air force responding 
with airstrilces. 

Hamas officials said the emir 
urged Hamas to do everything 
possible to avoid violence with 
Israel. Israel’s foreign minister, 
Avigdor Lieberman, suggested 
the visit had the opposite effect, 
and was instead “clear support

Iran weighs 
nuclear standoff 

Iran is weighing a more 
confrontational strategy at 
possible renewed nuclear 
talks with world pow¬ 
ers, threatening to boost 
uranium enrichment levels 
unless the West makes con¬ 
cessions to ease sanctions. 

Such a gambit — out¬ 
lined by senior Iranian 
officials in interviews this 
week — could push Iran’s 
nuclear program far closer 
to the “red line” set by the 
Israeli Prime Minister for 
possible military options.

Eight more killed 
in Iraqi insurgency 

Iraqi insurgents launched 
a new wave of attacks tar¬

The insurgents at¬ 
tacked via drive-by shoot¬ 
ings, snipers and roadside 
bombs, police said.

Jordan faces down 
terror, Arab Spring 


The foiling of a planned al- 
Qaida terror plot in Jordan 
underscores a new subplot in 
the story of the Arab Spring: 
Things are heating up for 
King Abdullah II, a Western- 
oriented monarch who has 
run a business-friendly, prag¬ 
matic monarchy with some 
trappings of democracy. 

Jordan, a key U.S. ally 
that sits at a strategic cross¬ 
roads between neighbouring 
Syria, Iraq, the Palestinian 
territories, Israel and Saudi 
Arabia, has so far weathered 
22 months of street protests 
calling for a wider public say 
in politics. 

But this week’s announce¬ 
ment that Jordanian author¬ 
ities had thwarted an al-Qaida 
plan to attack shopping malls 
and Western diplomatic mis¬ 
sions in the country has 
raised fears that extremists 
could take advantage of grow¬ 
ing calls for change to foment 
violence. 

The king also has been 
working overtime to fend off 
a host of domestic challenges, 
including a Muslim Brother¬ 
hood boycott of parliament¬ 
ary elections, increasing op¬ 
position from his traditional 
Bedouin allies and an inability 
to keep the Syrian civil war 
from spilling over the border. 



So far, Abdullah has 
largely maintained control, 
partly by relinquishing some 
of his powers to parliament 
and amending the country’s 
60-year-old constitution. His 
Western-trained security 
forces have been able to keep 
protests from getting out of 
hand. And most in the oppos¬ 
ition remain loyal to the Icing, 
pressing for reforms but not 
his removal. 

The stakes are high: Ab¬ 
dullah is a close friend of the 
United States and has been at 
the forefront in its war on ter¬ 
rorism, including in Afghan¬ 
istan. Jordan serves as a buffer 
zone to Saudi Arabia and to 
Israel, a friend under a peace 
treaty signed in 1994.

SPEAKING IN SEVERAL TONGUES 

2011 census reveals more Canadians are speaking at least two languages at home compared to 2006 numbers; 

Punjabi and Tagalog are surging, while French and aboriginal languages are on the decline 



Bilingualism is surging in 
Canada, but not necessarily 
in the country’s two official 
languages. 

Statistics Canada released 
the last batch of data from 
the 2011 census on Wednes¬ 
day, this time focusing on 
about 200 languages that 
make up the linguistic por¬ 
trait of the country. 

The data suggest that 
multiculturalism is not sim¬ 
ply an abstract concept to de¬ 
scribe a motley collection of 
diverse communities. 

Rather, it is a reality for a 
growing number of families, 
even within the confines of 
their own homes. 

The census shows that 
17.5 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion — or 5.8 million indi¬ 
viduals — speaks at least two 
languages at home. That’s 
up from the 14.2 per cent 
of multilingual households 
counted in the 2006 census, 
and an increase of 1.3 million 
people. 

Of those 5.8 million, most 
of them speak English plus 
an immigrant language such 
as Punjabi or Mandarin. Less 
than a quarter — 1,387,190, 
to be precise — are using 
both French and English at 
home. 

And aboriginal languages 
are in outright decline, with 
usage shrinking 1.7 per cent 
since 2006 — a loss of 3,620 
people despite a concerted 
effort by many First Nations 
to revive their culture and 
language. 

“Yes, we see a diversity, 
but what we see clearly is 
...we have all these transi¬ 
tion phases where English 
and French are also spoken 
at home in addition to non- 
official languages,” said Jean- 


Pierre Corbeil, the agency’s 
lead analyst on the languages 
part of the census. 

“This doesn’t happen only 
outside Quebec but in Que¬ 
bec as well.” 

Corbeil warned, however, 
that the data likely under¬ 
estimate the increase in 
diversity over the past few 
years. That’s because Statis¬ 
tics Canada had to change 


the way it collects language 
data after Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper scrapped the 
long-form census in 2010. 

Wednesday’s information 
came from the mandatory 
short form that went to every 
household in Canada. In the 
past, language was in the 
long form that went to 20 per 
cent of households, and was 
framed in a different context. 


The 2011 census numbers 
suggest that language divers¬ 
ity has been increasing at 
just half the rate as noted 
in the 2006 census, but data 
from Citizenship and Immi¬ 
gration Canada suggest the 
pace of change is at least the 
same, Corbeil said. 

The census shows that the 
most common immigrant 
language in Canada was Pun¬ 


jabi. When Punjabi speakers 
are grouped together with 
others who speak a closely 
related language such as 
Urdu, their numbers total 
1,180,000. 

Tagalog, the language of 
Filipinos, saw the biggest 
surge, growing by 64 per 
cent since the last census 
was taken in 2006.

Not even the relentless throb 
of a hip-hop beat can drown 
out the sounds of a typical 
Tuesday night upstairs at To¬ 
ronto’s Rivoli nightclub. 

The top floor of the bust¬ 
ling bar echoes each week 
with the staccato clack of Ger¬ 
man consonants, the melodic 
lilt of Japanese vowels and 
persistent peals of laughter as 
more than a hundred aspiring 
language students struggle to 
master their new tongues. 

The students — from all 
walks of life and ranging in 
age from early 20s to late 70s 
— are members of Toronto 
Babel, an informal language 
exchange program that has 
been giving the city’s inter¬ 
national community a chance 


to speak in new and native 
tongues alike for the past 
three years. 

The din of different lan¬ 
guages is loudest in Toronto, 
where 1.8 million people 
reported speaking an immi¬ 
grant language at home, ac¬ 
cording to fresh 2011 census 
numbers released Wednesday. 
Vancouver ranked a distant 
second with 711,515 people 
reporting an at-home prefer¬ 
ence for a language other than 
English or French, Statistics 
Canada reported. 

Cantonese and Punjabi 
ranked highest on the list of 
languages in Toronto, along 
with other Chinese languages, 
Urdu, Tamil and Tagalog, 
which originates in the Philip¬ 


pines. 

Eduardo Costa, 39, was re¬ 
cruited in the group’s earliest 
days after advertising online to 
find an English conversation 
partner. The initial group of 
a dozen people quickly began 
to grow, and Costa found the 
people he met there began to 
fill the void left by the friends 
and relatives he left behind in 
his home country of Brazil. 

“When you immigrate, you 
lose your family, your friends 
are still there,” he says. “This 
group became my first new 
family in Canada.” 

Smaller Babel groups have 
sprung up in Ottawa and 
Kitchener, Ont., Babel co-lead¬ 
er Anna Shalaginova said.

Ottawa cracks down 
on prepaid plastic 


New regulations. 

Card issuers will have 
to be transparent about 
fees and conditions 


Ottawa is stepping in with 
new rules for the largely un¬ 
regulated prepaid credit card 
market. 

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty announced Wednes¬ 
day that in the future, issuers 
of prepaid cards will not be 
able to impose expiry dates 
and must be upfront about 
hidden fees and conditions. 

The move is part of the gov¬ 
ernment’s expanding code of 
conduct measures to govern 
credit and debit transactions, 
that had previously not ap¬ 
plied to the relatively new 
prepaid market. 

“We have done a lot of 
regulation with respect to deb¬ 
it and credit cards. We haven’t

done much with respect to 
prepaid cards,” Flaherty said. 

While still a small segment 
of the market, prepaid plas¬ 
tic has become an option for 
consumers without conven¬ 
tional credit or debit cards, 
young adults, and for parents 
who want to introduce their 
children to using credit while 
limiting the risk of theft and 
over-spending. 

But the sector has also 
faced criticism for exorbi¬ 
tant hidden fees that reduced 
their face value and fooled 
customers. These can include 
monthly or annual fees, main-

tenance costs, as well as ATM 
charges. 

“In our view, it was inappro¬ 
priate for financial institutions 
to have cards go dormant.

would expire over a certain 
period of time,” Flaherty said.

Summer babies have tough crawl to the top: Study 


Do you have a summer birth¬ 
day? It could be a speed bump 
on the way to the comer office. 
A new study from the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia’s busi¬ 
ness school finds that summer 
babies are less likely to be 
CEOs. 

Researchers at the Sauder 
School of Business checked 
out the birth dates of 375 chief 
executive officers from S&P 
500 companies between 1992 
and 2009. They found that only 
about six per cent were bom in 


June or July. 

By contrast, people bom in 
March and April represented 
more than 12 per cent and 10 
per cent, respectively, of the 
sample. 

It seems that summer 
babies have a tougher crawl 
to the top because of what re¬ 
searchers call the “birthdate 
effect.” That refers to the way 
children are grouped by age in 
school. 

“It’s amazing,” said finance 
professor Maurice Levi, co¬ 


author of the study. “You’re a 
50- or 60-year-old CEO and it all 
goes back to when you started 
school, if you were the big guy 
in class or the little scrawny 
guy in the back comer.” 

In the U.S, cut-off dates for 
school admission fall between 
September and January. Levi 
and his team determined that 
those CEOs in the sample bom 
between June and July were 
typically the youngest in their 
class. Those bom in March and 
April were the oldest. 


The same would be true in 
Canada, where children bom 
in Januaiy and December of the 
same year would be in the 
same class, Levi 
said.

New sound 
technology. Dolby’s 
fresh system will make 
Peter Jackson’s next 
film a sight to be heard 


Middle-earth will sound more 
realistic in The Hobbit. 

Dolby Laboratories Inc. 
and director Peter Jackson’s 
Park Road Post Production an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that The 
Hobbit: An Unexpected Journey 
will be mixed and released in 
Dolby Atmos, the company’s 
immersive new sound system 
that features two extra arrays 
of overhead speakers and the 
abihty to direct sounds to indi¬ 
vidual speakers inside movie 
theatres. 

“(Jackson) felt it was go¬ 
ing to make a big difference 
in how he tells stories,” said 
Stuart Bowling, Dolby’s senior 
technical marketing manager. 
“He doesn’t want people to just 
go and observe his movies. He 
wants you to feel like you’re 


part of the experience of the 
stories that’s he’s tiying to tell 
on the screen and allow you to 
be part of Middle-earth.” 

The director of the Oscar- 
winning The Lord of the 


Rings films adapted J.R.R. Tol¬ 
kien’s tale of Bilbo Baggins, 
set in the fictional realm of 
Middle-earth 60 years before 
The Lord of the Rings. Be¬ 
sides the standard 2D format, 


Warner Bros. Pictures and 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Pic¬ 
tures are releasing the series 
in high-frame-rate 3D, IMAX 
and other 3D formats. 

Bowling said Dolby’s goal 


is to have the Atmos platform 
installed in 80 to 100 theatres 
in time for The Hobbit: An 
Unexpected Journey, which is 
scheduled to premiere on Dec. 
14. 


The second and third films, 
The Hobbit: The Desolation of 
Smaug and The Hobbit: There 
and Back Again, are set for re¬ 
lease Dec. 13,2013, and July 18, 
2014. 

Other movies slated to be re¬ 
leased in the Atmos format in¬ 
clude Fox’s Chasing Mavericks 
and Life of Pi. Disney-Pixar’s 
Brave was the first film to debut 
with the audio format earlier 
this year. 

Bowling said the company 
expects more than 15 films to 
be released in Atmos next year 
and hoped to have the system 
in 1,000 theatres by the end of 
next year. 

“Dolby Atmos is fantastic 
from a sound quality pos¬ 
ition,” said John Neill, head of 
sound at Park Road Post Pro¬ 
duction. “We can now hear 
full range surround speakers, 
meaning that when we pan 
from the front to surround, 
the sound does not change in 
quality. The overhead speak¬ 
ers give us the opportunity 
to place the theatre patron 
really in the location.”

Gerard Butler had only the 
most basic appreciation 
for surfing before he set 
to work on Chasing Maver¬ 
icks — and that’s putting it 
mildly. 

“I had surfed about three 
or four times in my life,” 
Butler admits. 

The Scottish actor knew 
he’d have to amp up his 
game if he wanted to prop¬ 
erly capture the essence of 
surfing great Frosty Hes¬ 
son, who taught teenager 
Jay Moriarity (played by 
newcomer Jonny Weston in 
the film) to ride mavericks, 
which are considered the 


most dangerous waves in 
the country. 

Not one to shy away 
from a challenge, Butler 
dove right in — and paid 
for it with an epic wipeout. 

“Jonny Weston and I 
both surfed mavericks. 
It was where I was taken 
down,” Butler says with a 
coy smile. 

With the experience of 
getting pulled under a wall 
of water, his admiration for 
what these athletes do only 
intensified. 

“It taught me a lesson. 
It’s not a pleasant experi¬ 
ence,” he offers. 

Even though that mo¬ 
ment sent him to the hos¬ 
pital, Butler marvelled at 
the sport’s ability to foster 
a Zen-like feeling in the 
surfers as they ride these 
incredibly dangerous mon¬ 
sters of water. 

“It’s incredibly medita¬ 
tive and spiritual,” Butler 
explains. 

“I found the whole ex¬ 
perience really trans¬ 
formative.

Actors love a challenge, 
right? 

So the idea of playing

“I thought they were all 
a b—, to tell you the truth.

— and putting on all the 
makeup involved in distin¬ 
guishing them — was far 
from daunting for Berry. 


“They weren’t tough at 
all. 

“Honestly, it was like the 
most fun to stretch. 

“I got to play a white 
Jewish woman in 1930 — 
like, when would I get to do 
that?” she asks. 

“Like, you just don’t 
get better than having 
to choose from all these 
unique people and charac¬ 
ters. 

“I’ll never get to be an 
Asian man again, probably 
ever.” 

One thing Hanks defin¬ 
itely wasn’t worried about 
was looking silly. That’s 
something he stopped do¬ 
ing a long time ago, anyway. 

“I’ve had experiences 
on a number of occasions 
where we were going to 
shoot for something that 
was going to be very pre¬ 
carious and sometimes it 
works,” he says.

(is) about falling coconuts?’ 

“Every movie is a huge 
minefield that you’re walk¬ 
ing, not if it’s going to be 
a success but if it’s going 
to be a cohesive story that 
people get.

Paparazzi woes 


One of the six characters 
Halle Beny plays in Cloud 
Atlas — and one of her more 
prominent roles in the films 
— is investigative journalist 
Luisa Rey. So did the role 
give her any sympathy for 
the folks who spend their 
time investigating her? Not 
so much. “I think journal¬ 
ism definitely has a place in 
our society, especially good 
journalism, but I think we’ve 
also become a society where 
we’re now focused on little 
children and what kids are 
wearing, and that is hard for 
me to swallow,” Berry says. 
“There are so many more 
important things to write 
about in life than what four- 
year-olds are wearing, and 
showing kids going to and 
from school and doing their 
normal, everyday life seems 
like such an intrusion, and I 
think it’s taking advantage of 
what journalism is supposed 
to be about and what the 
media is supposed to be all 
about. I’m wildly frustrated 
by that.” 

The paparazzi have so 
frustrated Berry that she’s 
measured her options of how 



best to combat the problem 
and came up with only one 
possible solution. “We are 
in a time now where I’m ac¬ 
tually having to fight to leave 
the country that I love be¬ 
cause I’m unable to provide a 
private, secure, safe place for 
my daughter to grow. Times 
have changed,” she says. 

“I’ve realized that all I can

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Sitcom king Chuck Lorre’s wit, 
wisdom hidden in his shows 


Imparting wisdom. 

Hollywood's superstar 
writer drops little 
messages into single 
frames of all of his 
hit shows 


Chuck Lorre — whose trio of 
hits includes Two and a Half 
Men, The Big Bang Theory 
and Mike & Molly — isn’t just 
a towering comedy mogul. 

He’s also one of the most 
widely distributed writers 
in the world. His tart, often 
darkly funny dispatches reach 
a weekly audience of more 
than 30 million. 

Granted, the number of 
people who actually read 
these tiny treatises is another 
question. Each of Lorre’s 
posts appears on-screen for a 
single fleeting second at the 
end of his shows, in the form 
of so-called vanity cards — a 
graphic ID for the show’s pro¬ 
duction company. 

The Chuck Lorre Produc¬ 
tions vanity card has been 
an outlet for Lorre’s random 
observations since 1997, 
when alert viewers of the 
ABC sitcom Dharma & Greg 
began noticing fine print on 
the screen which, by freeze- 
framing their VCR, they could 
dwell on long enough to read. 

Among Lorre’s propos¬ 
itions on Vanity Card No. 1: 
“I believe that the Laws of 
Karma do not apply to show 
business, where good things 
happen to bad people on a 
fairly regular basis” and “I 
believe that when ABC reads 


this, I’m gonna be in biiiig 
trouble.” 

As the years passed, Lorre 
kept issuing a fresh card for 
every episode of each show 
with his latest reflections, rev¬ 
elations and rants. 

On one, he listed “words 
that confused the CBS censor” 
(a frequent object of his ire). 
Among them: kumquat, man¬ 
hole, cunctation and Dick 
Butkus. 

On another, he recalled 
a long-ago encounter with 
a 16-year-old guitar prodigy 
named Pat Metheny. It was a 
reality check that led to his 
eventually ditching his music 
career to “find work in tele¬ 
vision. Nobody’s a prodigy 
there.” 

Now 333 of those musings 
— including a few that were 
censored by the network — 
have been gathered by Lorre 
in a rather magnificent coffee- 
table book, What Doesn’t Kill 
Us Makes Us Bitter, complete 
with lavish illustrations and 
even a sewn-in bookmark, a 
courtesy usually reserved for 
cookbooks and Bibles. 

In the foreword, Lorre 
explains that his vanity- 
card mission has been “to 
use prime-time television to 
chronicle an unraveling life 
and raveling career in sublim¬ 
inal, one-second increments.” 

And with his output al¬ 
ready available on his website, 
he decided the book should 
be graphically ambitious “in 
a desperate attempt to add 
value to something that was 
never intended to have any.” 

Lorre may come across as 
wryly self-dismissive, but in 
a recent interview, he says 


he takes his scribblings very 
seriously. 

“I started this because it 
was an opportunity to try and 
write prose and I found it very 
satisfying and very different 
than writing a script. This is 
much more personal. And at 
times,” he adds with one of 
his frequent what-ya-gonna- 
do? shrugs, “it’s gotten too 
personal.” 

You want personal? Just 
consider Card No. 337, first 
aired on March 31, 2011. 
“Never forget,” Lorre wrote in 
part, “that God/The Universe 
is determined to kill you by 
whatever means necessary.” 

That sentiment was vented 
while erratic, hard-partying 
star Charlie Sheen was clash¬ 
ing bitterly with Lorre and the 
show’s studio, Warner Bros. 


Only a few weeks earlier, they 
had been forced to fire Sheen 
and cut short the show’s 
eighth season. 

While being bashed by 
Sheen all over the media (“I 
think I’m fairly immune to 
name-calling now,” he wrote 
in Card No. 345), Lorre was 
under the gun to salvage TV’s 
top-rated comedy and keep 
his other shows on track. 

How did he cope? 

“I threw myself into the 
work even more,” he says. 
“The only thing I could do was 
work harder. 

“It was a terrible time. It 
was awful,” he goes on. “I was 
really heartbroken by how 
it all played out. And angiy. 
He was my friend. We were 
all concerned about him. We 
thought he was going to die.” 
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With a wiry frame, a trim 
beard and a head of tangled 
curls, Lorre is self-taught as 
a sitcom scribe. Now 60, the 
Long Island, N.Y. native got 
the itch to write for TV in 
his mid-30s, after a decade or 
more spent touring the coun¬ 
try as a less-than-wildly-suc- 
cessfiil guitarist-songwriter. 

He hit the jackpot in 2003, 
when he co-created Two and 
a Half Men. In 2007, he hit it 
again when he co-created The 
Big Bang Theory. 

Then, in 2010, he won 
the triple crown with Mike & 
Molly. All were huge successes 
and established Lorre as the 
biggest sitcom magnate since 
Norman Lear’s reign in the 
1970s with such blockbusters 
as All in the Family and San¬ 
ford and Son.

Tom Wolfe returns to the big city 


Like a prize-winning repor¬ 
ter, fame follows Tom Wolfe, 
even when he swaps the 
white suit for a blue blazer 
or when he visits some strip 
club in Miami as research — 
yes, research — for his new 
novel. 

“I was the only man with 
a necktie,” he says with a 
chuckle, back in his trade¬ 
mark white during a recent 
interview at his Manhattan 
apartment. “They seat you 
in these little couches, and 
it was like a furniture show 
room — all these pieces of 
furniture would stretch long 
for maybe 40 feet. So I’m sit¬ 
ting there and this guy, must 
have been a bouncer, came 
over and said, ‘Hey, you’re 
Tom Wolfe aren’t you?”’ 

Millions know the mean¬ 
ing of Tom Wolfe: The Bonfire 
of the Vanities and The Right 
Stuff, the Me Decade and 
Radical Chic, the punched-up 
prose and the blaze of white. 


At age 81, his hair is thinned 
and his posture stooped, but 
the face remains impish and 
his manner wide-eyed and 
boyish at all the amazing 
things that happen — the 
kinds of stories, he likes to 
say, that you can’t make up. 

His latest scoops appear in 
Back to Blood, his first novel 
in eight years. It’s another big 
city tale in the tradition of 
Bonfire, his gleeful panorama 
of 1980s New York. Back to 
Blood features Wolfe’s usual 
cocktail of sex, class and col¬ 
our, from a Cuban-American 
policeman to a WASP news¬ 
paper editor to a Russian oli¬ 
garch. 

You don’t have to ask 
what Wolfe’s been up to the 
past few years. For the most 
part, it’s in the book. Not just 
a strip club, but City Hall and 
Little Havana, the Miami Art 
Museum and Fisher Island. 

Wolfe is a National Book 
Award winner, a bestseller

and a mixed bag. He is a giant 
among non-fiction writers, 
but the rap on him as a novel¬ 
ist is that he thinks wide and 
not deep. The New Yorker’s 
James Wood disparaged the 
new novel’s “yards of flap¬ 
ping exaggeration.” The New 
York Times’ Michilco Kakuta- 
ni thought the story “filled 
with heaps of contrivance

“Have an image of a skull 
and use the shadows and 
highlights from the skull’s 
bone structure to guide your 
make up,” Lumley said. For 
example, think dark shades 
around eyes, temples, collar 
bone, throat and highlighting 
the cheek bones to give fea¬ 
tures more depth. 

Here is Lumley’s step-by- 
step process for turning into 
a zombie: 

1 Moisturize to prepare 
your face since you are 
about to add a lot of makeup 
to it. 

2 Apply a base colour such 
as a pale blue or grey. 

3 Add latex wounds or 
glue/tissue. “For instant 
wrinkles, pull back the skin 
on your forehead so it’s tight 
and put on a layer of glue. 
Blow dry, then let go,” Lum¬ 
ley said. Or squint as tight as 
you can and lightly dab shade 
in the form of blacks and 
greys with a makeup sponge 
on the squint lines.

6 Remember to include the 
neck, ears and hands — 
think all exposed skin — to 
keep the effects real.

Junk drawer 


Lots of people have junk 
drawers in their house, 
where they throw all types 
of common household 
items. 

But, if you put some 
items together in that 
drawer — like spare bat¬ 
teries and a steel wool dish 
scrubber — the combination 
can actually create a hazard 
and result in a small fire. 


Microwave 

A microwave alone isn’t a 
hazard ... necessarily. But place 
the wrong household item 
inside and you can end up 
with some hazardous results. 

If you place whole eggs inside, 
the microwave’s energy boils 
the eggs from inside the shells 
until they explode. Forgot to 
take the aluminum foil off your 
baked potato? You’ll end up 
with plasma and fire created by 
the energy of the microwave on 




Clothes dryer 

Ignoring the lint buildup in 
your diyer’s filter can actually 
cause clothes dryer fires. 

The lint can ignite if it 
comes into contact with the 
dryer’s heating coils, creating a 
serious fire hazard. 


Kitchen sink 

Did you know that people 
actually clean their toilet seats 
more often than they do their 
kitchen sinks? 

The kitchen sink is used for 
all sorts of potentially hazard¬ 
ous activities, from rinsing 
raw meat, which can contain 
salmonella and other bacteria, 
to the household mop. 




Grease fires 

At room temperature, cooking 
oil is not flammable. 

But when it’s heated up past 
200 degrees Celsius, it can catch 
fire. Hot oil can be especially 
dangerous if water is dropped 
into it. Water is heavier than oil, 
and sinks to the bottom of the 
pot, where it turns to steam and 
expands. This can push the oil 
up and out of the pot and onto 
your stove’s burner. 

This is also why you should 
never try to put out a grease fire 
with water. This reaction will 
actually spread the fire, rather 
than extinguish it.

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Pros share their pumpkin-carving secrets 


Think you know the latest tricks 
for carving a creepy pumpkin? 
The pros continue to push the 
barriers. 

A handful of people become 
professional pumpkin carvers 
each fall, specializing in fan¬ 
tastical designs. Among them 
are Alex Wer, self-proclaimed 
pumpkin geek, who lives near 
Sacramento, Calif., Scott Cum¬ 
mins, a Perryton, Texas middle- 
school art teacher and Marc 
Evan and Chris Soria, the Ma¬ 
niac Pumpkin Carvers of New 
York City. Wer does his carving 
between insurance sales and an 
evening package-deliveiy route. 

He works with the fake, 
foam pumpkins sold at craft 
stores, so his intricate work has 
longevity. Evan and Soria drop 
their jobs as illustrators for a few 
months to carve pumpkins for 
festivals, parties and individual 
clients. The long hours leave the 
two childhood friends battling 
sore wrists and aching backs by 
late November. 

“It’s a labour of love,” says 
Evan, who also carves pump¬ 
kins on the Food Network’s Hal¬ 
loween Wars this season. 

Here are some of their tips of 
the trade: 

1. Choose your pumpkin 
wisely 

“You want to have a stem, and 
you want it to be a healthy stem, 
because that stem is still provid¬ 


ing nutrients for the pumpkin,” 
says Soria. 

Don’t cut into your pumpkin 
around that perfect stem. In¬ 
stead, access the pumpkin from 
its backside to help preserve 
freshness. Cutting out a stem 
cap weakens the Jaclc-o’-lantem, 
says Evan. And hiding the open¬ 
ing in the back gives the pump¬ 
kin more visual punch. 

“It’s esthetically more pleas¬ 
ing seeing the glow from (only) 
the design, not creeping out 
from where we might have cut 
the hole at the top,” says Evan. 

2. Preparing your pumpkin 
Before carving a face, scrape and 
clean the inside of the pumpkin. 
The cleaner you get it, the long¬ 
er it will last. 

“I always tell people, ‘Gut it 
out twice as much as you think 
you need to,”’ says Wer. “It 
should be very dry inside.” 

3. The carve 

Folks, there are two lands of 
pumpkin carvings — the light¬ 
ed Jack-o’-lantern face and the 
three-dimensional sculpture, in 
which a pumpkin is treated like 
a block of wood — only stinky 
and less permanent. The Maniac 
team carves both styles. Cum¬ 
mins carves in creepy 3D. The 
tools are the same, but they’re 
used in different ways. 

Take either carve up a notch 
by adding depth and texture. 
Wer carves up to five layers in

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his faux pumpkins to get a mix 
of light and shadow for a photo¬ 
realistic quality. 

Learn this skill, called shad¬ 
ing, by scraping part of your 
design into the gourd.“It just 
creates this new layer and this 
multi-level depth,” says Wer. 

Need more help? Check out 
pumpkin-carving tutorials, such 
as those posted by The Pumpkin 
Lady on YouTube. 

4 . More about tools 
The Maniac team favours tools 
from the kitchen or garage, 
primarily paring knives, graters 


and saws. They tout linoleum 
cutters and sculpting tools. 

Linoleum cutters have sev¬ 
eral gouge tips. Evan likes the 
V-gouge for making precise 
cuts, whether shallow or deep. 
Ceramists’ sculpting tools are 
metal loops on a stick — in vari¬ 
ous shapes and sizes — that can 
be purchased at art supply and 
craft stores. They slice smoothly 
through pumpkin rind. 

Those cheap pumpkin-carv¬ 
ing ldts? All four of our expert 
carvers love them. 

The Maniac team uses the 


orange plastic scoop to clean out 
hundreds of pumpkins — fast. 
Cummins uses the scoop too, 
and praises the kit’s flimsy, ser¬ 
rated blade. 

5 . Preservation 

Once a pumpkin is carved, it be¬ 
gins to deteriorate. 

“You will certainly notice 
a difference in 24 hours,” says 
Cummins in his online tutorial. 

Says Evan: “You can’t pre¬ 
serve a pumpkin. We recom¬ 
mend ‘delay’ tactics.” 

Those include: 

• When a Jaclc-o’-lantem is 


not on display, Wer says, give it 
a bath. He has had as many as 
eight pumpkins bobbing over¬ 
night in his bathtub. 

• Preserve cut edges with 
a lemon juice-water mixture, 
says the Maniac team. Then seal 
them with vegetable oil or pet¬ 
roleum jelly. Store your carving 
in the refrigerator or wrap it in 
plastic wrap and store in a cool 
place. 

• And quick, take a photo. It’s 
the “best and most essential way 
to preserve your creation,” says 
Cummins, the associated press 
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HOW IS THE MARKET DOIHG? 

BUYING A NEW 
HOME CONTINUES 
TO HOLD VALUE 


It’s nearly the end of October and you 
keep hearing about how Edmonton 
continues to be the economic splash of 
colour on the otherwise bland canvas that 
is Canada. 

Canada is not as bad as Greece, but 
our country has seen better times. But 
here in Edmonton, the sun is shining (at 
least today, anyway) and folks are buying 
new homes. In fact, by the end of this 
year Edmonton will be on track to match 
pre-recession numbers within the Capital 
Region. 

According to CMHC, Edmonton had 
recorded 9,125 housing starts as of the 
end of September, compared to 6,710 
for the same period in 2011. Using a 
six-month rolling average, housing starts 
are predicted to reach 14,680 by year end. 
Recognizing that that figure is based on 
the most recent six months, which cov¬ 
ers the busy spring and summer period, 
Edmonton is more likely to see a more 
conservative number in the order of 
12,500 for 2012. 

So how does that stack up with previ¬ 
ous years? During the recession, starts 
dropped to 6,615 and 6,317 in 2008 and

2009, respectively. During the peak per¬ 
iod in 2008, Edmonton was up to 14,970. 
For more normal annual starts you would 
have to go back to 2003, when Edmonton 
supported 12,380 new homes. So 
as you can see, Edmonton is on 
track to regain its pre-boom/reces- 
sion pattern. 

Among Canada’s major urban 
centres, as of the end of Septem¬ 
ber, Edmonton places fifth in terms 
of housing starts behind Toronto 
(36,617), Montreal (16,164), 
Vancouver (14,828), and Cal¬ 
gary (10,005). As the fifth largest 
city, it is interesting to note that 
Edmonton’s new-home growth, 


as a percentage of population, ranks 
first at 0.95 per cent of total population. 
By comparison, Toronto is 0.7 per cent, 
Montreal is 0.47 per cent, Vancouver is 
0.69 per cent and Calgary is 0.91 per cent. 
As a population living with new building 
almost everywhere, this will likely come 
as no shock. With Edmonton’s population 
growing by nearly 20,000 new residents 
per year, it should come as no surprise 
that the city’s housing market is a direct 
reflection of that growth. 

But what do these numbers actually 
mean for the citizens of Edmonton? With 
a median house price of $458,000 in 
August, this means that the residential 
construction industry is putting more than

$5.5 billion into the Edmonton region 
economy. Including the renovation sector, 
that figure jumps to nearly $6 billion, 
of which the industry returns more than 
$500 million to all levels of government 
in fees, levies, taxes, and charges. And 
this is just from two per cent of the Ed¬ 
monton region’s housing inventory, those 
new homes built every year. 

The good news for Edmontonians 
considering moving into a new home is 
that, despite a very strong market, the 
price of new homes continues to remain 
at relatively constant prices. Coupled with 
consistent low mortgage rates, that old 
saying about there never being a better 
time to buy continues to hold true.

NHL Historic franchise 
will leave Long Island 
for 2015-16 season to 
set up shop in brand 
new Barclays Center 


Now hockey is coming to 
Brooklyn. 

The NHL’s New York 
Islanders have agreed to 
move to the Barclays Center 
starting with the 2015-16 sea¬ 
son. 

“Hello Brooklyn!” Island¬ 
ers owner Charles Wang said 
as he made the announce¬ 
ment at a news conference 
Wednesday. The lease deal is 
for 25 years. 

Officials in nearby Nassau 
County, N.Y., have struggled 
for years to come up with a 
plan to either renovate or 
build a new arena to replace 
the Nassau Veterans Memor¬ 
ial Coliseum, which opened 
in 1972. Wang, the founder 
of a computer software com¬ 
pany, presented a plan in 
2003 for a privately funded 
multibillion-dollar develop¬ 
ment of housing, retail and 
a new arena on the property, 
but the proposal foundered 
amid community opposition. 


Staying dose 


The Barclays deal took 
seven months to complete 
and was finished Tuesday 
night, according to Wang, 
who said he had wanted to 
keep the team local. 

Wang had long threatened 
to move the team from its 
home in Uniondale after the 
club’s lease expired following 


the 2014-15 season. He com¬ 
plained that the dilapidated 
building is unsuited for a pro¬ 
fessional sports franchise. 

“Brooklyn is big time and 
now we have the big-league 
sports to prove it,” Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Bloomberg said. 

Long Island fans seemed 
resigned to the move for a 
team that won the Stanley 
Cup every year from 1980 
through 1983 but missed the 
playoffs the last five seasons.
